of irritation and pain, but it is an actual menace not only to human beings 


to dumb animals as well. 
The United States succeeded in constructing the Panama Canal, where 
the French had failed. largely because the American engineers tackled the 
problem of first. destroying the mosquitoes and flies which made life unbear- 
able in the Panama zone and were the prolific carriers of disease snd fever 
wong the workmen. Panama had first to be made a fit place in which to | 
live and work before the canal could be built. And tue campaign which was | 
successfully conducted there has been followed elsewhere in. the ‘southern | 
states. 

Apart altogether from the higeonitork to humans, and the communication ; 
of disease for which the mosquito is responsible, the lact is that the country 
sustains an economic loss as a result of the tortures endured by horses, 
catde, and other animals in the open where mosquitoes thrive unmolested 
and these dumb creatures have no means of protecting themselves. he 
question has well been asked, how can animals upon which farmers rety Tor 
and production yield normal production ‘under such conditions?

Mosquito elimination campaigns are now in progress n Banff, Ottawa, | 
Winnipeg, and in the Fraser River Valley, and every community which suffers 
trom this pest would be well advised to follow their example. Inasmuch as 
the scientific facts upon which mosquito control is based ave of general 


public interest, we quote the following from Toronto Saturday Night, which | 


is urging Governments to take the lead in these campaigns, 

The life-history of the mosquito shows that most of the eggs are laid 
the previous summer in this latitude, either in stagnant pools ov in places 
that will become stagnant tor a sufficient length of time in the spring. 
Lurrels, old cans, broken bottles, or any water-containing vessels lying in 
the open are also favorite breeding places. 
breed mosquitues, bul flood waters and snow-pools may prove large 
ot the pest. 
breed mosquitoes. ‘he eggs are laid in stagnant water, 
be Slagnant water for a sufficient length of time. 

Pools that dry up in two or three weeks are of no consequence, The eggs 
are not affected in the least degree by frost, but hatch cat about April 15th, | 
sometimes earlier, into wrigglers, or larvae, as scientists call them. These |

thrust just above the surface to take in ait—without which the wrigglers , 


cannot live. After two or three weeks of this existence the wrigglers change 
into common shaped pupae, which in from two to seven days come to the | 
surface, split and liberate the ccmplete mosquito. 

Thus, in the life cyele of the mosquito it is most readily destroyed in the 
wriggler stage by placing on the surface of the pools a thin film of crude oil, 
a cheap commodity, whieh chokes or poisons the fine air-tube at the end of 
the wriggler’s tall Uhis is applied either by watering cans or by knap-sack 
sprayers. Small areas may be successfully handled by individuals with coal- 
oil or crank-case waste oil from automobiles. Rags, soaked in’ these sub- 
stances, may be weighted with stones and thrown into pools. 

In these days of machinery on the farm and the alinost universal use of 
automobile, there are oil soaked rags about, dirty waste oil after cleaning 
out automobile crank cases and parts of tractors and other machinery, and 
if these waste substances, instead of being burned, Were thrown into stag- 
nant pools of water and other breeding places of the mosquito, 
would be beneficial ‘The general adoption by people of the policy of spray- 
{ng oll into stagnant pools in the vicinity of their homes would in a 
years greatly reduce the mosquito pest in this country, adding to the pleasure 
of life in the summer months, assisting to cheek the spread .of fevers, and |

Objection to Proposal That Federal 
Government Should Subsidize 
Seed Growers 

| At the twenty-sixth annual conven- 
tion of the Canadian Seed Growers’ 
Assoclation, at Victoria, President. 
Strange objected to proposals that the 
federal government should subsidize 
, seed growers. He preferred, he said, 
some system whereby the product of 
‘the expert growers should be identi- 
fled, enabling such growers to benefit 
from public demand for output * of 
quality. 

“There is no questioning that the 
high place Canadian field crops hold 
abroad is due in no small degree to 
the fact that the producer has had, 
for many years, seed of superior 
‘pedigree. ‘These have allowed the 
Canadian farmer to campete in world 
markets despite the higher Canadian 
seale of living and production costs,” 
said Mr. Strange, in paying a tribute 
to the splendid work of past. presi- 
dents and officiais of the association. 

The directors’ report presented by 
‘Peter Stewart, Ottawa, secretary-

“Rintshieg Lambs for Market 


Good Quality Alfalfa. the Most Valu- 
able Roughage 

The process of finishing lambs for 
market has been receiving a good 
deal of attention at the Indian Head, 
Saskatchewan, Experimental Farm, 
and accounts of the investigations 
have been given in the reports of the 
superintendent, He stresses the fact 
that in selecting feeder lambs for fin- 
ishing, good type, growthiness and 
thriftiness are the primary considera- 
Uons. It must be remembered that; 
lambs not docked and castrated are 
subject to heavy discount when mar- 
keted. For finishing lambs good qual- 
ity alfalfa is the most valuable rough- 
age.

Fort Ndmonton was an important dis- 
tvibuting point for the Hudson's Bay 
Company for its operations on the up- 
| ber waters of the Saskatchewan, and

Victoria was for years the headquar- 
ters of the Company's trade on the 
Pacific coast, after Fort Vancouver 
had been abandoned because of the 
seltlement of the 49th parallel as the 
international boundary. 

Things have changed considerably 


since the days of Fort Garry, Fort 
sdmonton and Fort Victoria. Those 


trading posts were occupied by a 
handful of white traders, with then 
half-breed boatmen and hunters; In- 
idians roamed about the country that 
is now the four western provinces; 
countless herds of buffalo blackened 
the plains. ‘Today busy modern cities 
| cover the sites of the old tmding 
| posts; three great provinelal buila- 
jings rise majestically from where In- 
,dian teepes or camp-fires once stood; 


ficlds lave taken the place of the old 
grazing grounds of the buffalo; and 
two transcontinental railway systems 


It seoms almost incredible, as one 
stands on the busy streets of these 
flourlshlug Canadian cities of today, 
that within the memory of men now 
living, such as the venerable Western 
Canadian poet Charles Mair, the only 
commerce that existed in these places 
was the trade in peltries, the only 
means of communication the canoe or 


ment that of the famous Company of 
Adventurers of England trading into 
Hudson’s Bay. 

In the year of Confederation, Win- 
nipeg wag exactly five years of age; 
Manitoba had not yet been created 
out of the old Red River Settlement;

Quality of Diamonds | 


French Chemist Obtains Perfect 
Results With Ultra-Violet 
Rays 


i me that T walk these waves

M. Melaval, a French chemist 
tached to the Lyons’ police laboratory, 


has invented a method to test the 
quality of diamonds by means of 
ultra-violet rays. 

Various attempts have hitherto 


been made to measure the intensity 
of the frridescence of these stones by 
photographic means, but solar ght 
has always proved too diffused for 
;aecurate result. M. Malaval has ob- 
‘tained perfect results with ultra 
‘violet rays passed through a sereen. 
The purest white stenes give the 
clearest picture, yellow siones show- 
jing darker, while imlltation diamonds 
show quite black. 

It is clahmed that the method will 
make it impossible (o substitute 
stones of lesser value for real dia- 
monds placed in deposit, forsexample.

Educational’ Progress in Last Fifty 
Years Has Been Amazing 


Interesting statistics prepared in 
; connection with confederation’s jubl- 
lee year indicates the important place 
of education in the lauded sixty years 
of progress, It is shown that although 
Immigration has aggravated — the 
problem, illiteracy has been amaz
